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COURSE  OVERVIEW 


The  document  you  are  presently  reading  is  called  a student  module  booklet.  It  is  a study  guide  for  the 
textbook,  workbook,  videotape,  and  audiotapes.  It  will  take  you  through  the  course  and  show  you, 
step  by  step,  what  to  do  and  how  to  do  it.  At  times  you  will  need  extra  information  on  grammar 
points,  pronunciation,  listening  skills,  and  cultural  content.  You  may  need  to  talk  to  your  teacher  or 
facilitator.  Whenever  you  sit  down  to  work  on  your  course,  you  should  begin  by  referring  to  the 
student  module  booklet. 

Modules  1 and  2 correspond  to  Unité  1 of  the  textbook  and  Modules  3 and  4 correspond  to  Unité  2 of 
the  textbook.  The  remaining  three  modules  correspond  to  the  last  three  units  of  the  textbook.  There 
are  seven  modules  in  this  course: 


Each  module  comprises  two  to  four  sections.  Within  each  section,  your  work  is  grouped  into 
activities.  Within  the  activities,  there  are  readings,  explanations,  and  questions  for  you  to  work 
through.  You  will  correct  these  exercises  yourself  using  the  Après  tout  (the  appendix)  at  the  end  of 
each  module.  This  will  provide  you  with  immediate  feedback  on  your  progress.  Your  grading  in  the 
course  is  based  upon  the  assignments  that  you  submit  for  evaluation  and  upon  the  final  test.  In  each 
section,  you  will  complete  parts  of  the  assignment.  At  the  end  of  the  module,  you  will  submit  all  parts 
of  the  assignment  for  evaluation.

This  is  a core  French  course,  based  on  the  student  text,  Entrez  1 - for  students  who  have  studied 
French  previously.  The  first  part  of  the  course  will  review  some  of  what  you  have  already  learned. 
The  activities  will  provide  you  with  the  tools  to  actively  seek  information,  describe,  make  requests, 
apologize,  give  orders,  share  ideas,  and  solve  problems;  in  other  words,  to  communicate  effectively. 

Because  language  is  social  in  nature,  students  should  have  opportunities  to  work  with  partners  or 
in  groups.  As  a distance  education  student,  you  may  find  that  this  is  not  always  possible,  so  you 
are  encouraged  to  practise  all  oral  exercises  out  loud  even  if  you  are  by  yourself.  Feel  free  to 
contact  your  teacher  or  facilitator  whenever  you  have  a question  about  the  course  materials. 

Entrez  7 is  a four- step  program.  It  uses  four  components:  videotape,  audiotapes,  a student  text, 
and  a workbook.  These  four  components  are  of  equal  importance  and  are  related  to  each  other. 
You  will  work  back  and  forth  among  them. 

The  visuals  are  used  to  present  and  reinforce  new  vocabulary  and  structures. 
Display  these  posters  around  your  room.  Study  the  videotape  in  which  each  visual 
is  discussed. 

The  vocabulary  may  be  active  or  passive.  Active  vocabulary  and  structures  are  those  that  you  are 
required  to  learn  to  manipulate.  They  are  listed  in  the  textbook  on  the  last  page  or  pages  of  each 
unit.  Passive  vocabulary  is  that  which  is  used  in  the  natural  flow  of  the  presentation.  These 
words  and  structures  will  help  convey  meaning,  but  do  not  have  to  be  studied  intensively.  Even  if 
you  do  not  understand  them  on  a word-by-word  basis,  they  contribute  to  the  context  of  the 
meaning  and  help  you  to  “get  the  gist”  of  what  is  being  said. 


Your  workbook  contains  two  types  of  exercises:  listening  exercises  and  writing 
exercises.  The  listening  exercises  serve  to  reinforce  the  newly  acquired 
vocabulary  and  structures  presented  on  the  visuals.  The  writing  exercises  are 
designed  to  reinforce  material  found  in  your  text. 
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There  are  six  pre-recorded  audiotapes:  three  tapes  accompany  the  student  text 
and  three  tapes  accompany  the  workbook.  You  will  also  have  two  blank  tapes  for 
oral  assignments.  Recordings  of  the  student  text  material  are  found  on  the 
cassettes  labelled  Entrez  1,  Livre  de  l'élève  and  Coin  de  lecture.  Their  main 
objective  is  to  reinforce  listening  and  speaking  skills  by  imitating  stress  patterns 
and  intonation.  The  workbook  audiotapes  are  labelled  Entrez  1,  Cahier  and 
contain  listening  and  writing  activities  for  the  program.

Your  student  text,  Entrez  1 , contains  five  units,  a culture  section,  and  a glossary. 
The  five  units  are  organized  thematically  and  each  unit  contains  the  aims  for  that 
unit,  the  oral  and  reading  activities,  and  the  personalized  and  reinforcement 
activities. 


At  the  end  of  each  module  is  an  appendix  called  Après  tout  (after  all).  It  contains  the  answers  to 
most  exercises  in  the  module.

Dans  l’école 


If  you  are  a student,  you  spend  a lot  of  time  in  school.  It  is  where  you  study,  play,  eat 
your  lunch,  and  spend  time  with  your  friends  and  classmates  for  five  days  out  of 
every  week.  Do  you  ever  feel  like  saying,  « J’en  ai  assez!  » (I’m  tired  of  it!) 
Probably,  but  at  the  same  time,  you  realize  that  school  provides  a gateway  to  the 
future.  It  provides  training  you  need  in  areas  such  as  Mathematics  and  English,  but  it 
also  provides  training  in  making  the  adjustments  into  adulthood  successfully. 


In  this  first  section  of  Module  1 , you  will  look  at  school  in  general,  and  will  leam  to 
talk  about  your  own  school  in  particular.  What  are  the  names  of  the  different  rooms 
in  French?  What  are  the  subjects  called?  What  are  the  French  terms  for 
“homeroom,”  “principal,”  “librarian,”  and  “counsellor”?  These  are  just  a few  of  the 
things  you  will  leam  in  Section  1.

Some  pronunciation  basics  are  provided  in  the  Pronunciation  Pointers  included  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Après  tout  in  this  module.  Reviewing  these  pointers  regularly  will  help  you  understand  the  recorded 
material  more  easily  and  also  help  you  in  speaking  French  more  expertly.

What’s  in  a Name? 

Your  name  says  who  you  are.  In  some  cultures,  a name  also  describes  what  a person  does. 

Mr.  Baker  really  is  a baker,  and  Mr.  Smith  is  a blacksmith.  Some  names  go  back  to  biblical  times 
and  can  be  found  in  nearly  all  cultures.  Two  examples  are  Mary  and  John.

Some  names  are  based  on  abstracts  like  Faith,  Hope,  and  Charity;  others  on  physical  traits  like 
Greyeyes,  Strongman,  and  Leblond.  There  is  a vast  array  of  name  sources,  all  of  them  presenting 
very  interesting  details  about  who  a person  is.  What  do  you  know  about  your  name?  Do  you  have 
a French  name  already?  If  not,  does  your  name  have  a French  equivalent?  Look  up  your  name  in 
the  reference  lists  following.  Ask  your  parents  why  they  chose  the  name  they  gave  you.  Perhaps 
you  were  named  after  one  of  your  grandparents  or  other  relatives.  Perhaps  you  were  named  after  a 
famous  person  that  your  parents  admired.  Or  perhaps  they  chose  a special  name  just  because  you 
were  you.

Monsieur,  Madame,  Mademoiselle 

Although  the  alphabet  we  use  for  French  and  English  is  based  on  the  Greek  model,  a large 
percentage  of  our  words  come  from  Latin. 

The  three  most  common  titles  we  use  when  introducing  people  are  Mister  (Mr.),  Missus  or  Missis 
(Mrs.),  and  Miss.  In  French,  Monsieur,  Madame,  and  Mademoiselle  all  have  Latin  origins. 

Sieur,  and  before  that,  Sire,  are  from  the  Latin  word  senior,  meaning  “older.”  Monsieur  is  a title 
of  respect  for  an  older  person.  Madame  is  from  mea  domina,  or  “my  lady,”  and  Mademoiselle  is 
based  on  a diminuitive  form  of  domina,  dominicella.  The  ella  ending  in  Latin  means  “younger” 
so  mea  dominicella  means  “my  young  lady.” 

These  words  are  most  often  used  in  their  abbreviated  forms.  Note  that  only  the  abbreviation  for 
Monsieur  has  a period  following  it.  The  plural  forms  take  s both  in  the  middle  of  the  words  and 
at  the  ends.

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Rules  Concerning  Numbers 

Only  numbers  21,  31, 41, 51, 61,  and  71  use  the  word  et.  All  other  numbers  of  more  than  one 
word  use  hyphens  until  you  get  to  100. 

Once  you  get  to  17,  you  begin  adding  and  multiplying  to  get  the  new  numbers: 

17  = 10  + 7 (dix-sept) 

22  = 20  + 2 (vingt-deux) 

70  = 60  + 10  (soixante-dix) 

7 1 = 60  + 1 1 (soixante  et  onze) 

80  = 4 x 20  (quatre-vingts) 

81  = 4x20  + 1 (quatre-vingt-un) 

90  = 4 x 20  + 10  (quatre-vingt-dix) 

91  = 4x20  + 11  (quatre-vingt-onze) 

Multiples  of  vingt  and  cent  take  s if  they  are  not  followed  by  another  number. 

quatre-vingts  (80)  quatre-vingt-deux  (82) 

deux  cents  (200)  deux  cent  deux  (202) 

The  word  for  1000  is  mille.  It  never  takes  an  s.  If  you  add  s to  this  word  you  change  its  meaning 
to  “miles,”  as  in  “He  walked  three  miles.” 

So  “2000”  would  be  deux  mille , with  no  5 on  mille;  and  “two  miles”  would  be  deux  milles,  with 
an  5 on  mille.

Cognates 

Notice  the  title  word:  Comparaisons.  The  English  equivalent  for  this  word  is  “comparisons.”  If 
you  compare  the  two  words,  you  will  see  that  they  are  spelled  almost  the  same.  They  are 
pronounced  almost  the  same  and  they  mean  the  same  thing.  Words  that  resemble  each  other  in 
this  way  and  that  are  from  two  different  languages  are  called  cognates.  There  are  over  5000 
cognates  in  French/English.  See  whether  you  can  find  others  in  the  vocabulary  you  have  studied 
so  far.  Some  examples  are  auditorium , cafétéria , and  sciences.

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Dates  and  Holidays 

Review  the  days,  months,  and  dates  in  French. 
Learn  the  names  of  holidays  in  French. 

It  is  always  interesting  to  look  into  the  origin  of  words.  Why,  for  instance,  do  we  call  the  fourth 
day  of  the  week  Wednesday  in  English  and  mercredi  in  French?  Where  do  the  names  of  the 
weekdays  come  from?  Are  the  French  names  from  the  same  origin  as  the  English  names? 

The  English  names  for  the  weekdays  come  from  the  names  of  the  Teutonic  gods.  The  Teutons 
were  an  ancient  Germanic  or  Celtic  people.  They  spoke  a Germanic  language.  Each  of  their 
gods  had  a day  dedicated  to  him  or  her,  so  the  god’s  name  was  attached  to  the  word  tag,  meaning 
“day.”  For  example,  Woden’s  day  was  Wodenstag,  and  eventually  became  Wednesday.

In  French,  most  days  of  the  week  are  named  after  Roman  gods  with  Latin  names,  because  the 
French  people  are  descendants  of  the  Franks,  a Germanic  people  who  migrated  to  the  west  and 
ended  up  in  Gaul  (now  France),  which  was  a Roman  province.  The  language  there  was  Latin. 
The  word  for  “day”  in  Latin  is  dies.  Mercurii  dies  (Mercury’s  day)  became  mercredi.

Once  again,  notice  that  the  names  of  the  months  are  capitalized  in  English,  but  not  in  French.  If  a 
month  name  appears  at  the  beginning  of  a sentence,  then  it  must  be  capitalized. 

Saying  a date  in  French  is  easy,  but  it  is  different  from  the  English  way.  You  always  begin  with 
le;  then  you  say  the  number  of  the  day,  then  the  name  of  the  month.  For  example: 

January  twelfth le  douze  janvier 

June  twenty-second le  vingt-deux  juin 

To  say  the  “first”  of  the  month  you  say 

December  first le  premier  décembre 

March  first le  premier  mars 

If  someone  asks  you  for  the  date,  you  would  answer  using  both  the  day  number  and  the  month  in 
your  answer. 

Quelle  est  la  date  aujourd’hui? 

C’est  le  trente  octobre. 

To  say  the  year,  there  are  two  ways  that  are  correct.  First,  just  translate  from  English: 

1992  dix-neuf  cent  quatre-vingt-douze 
(nineteen  hundred  ninety-two) 

1763  dix-sept  cent  soixante-trois 

(seventeen  hundred  sixty-three) 
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A second  way  is  to  use  “one  thousand”  in  your  sentence: 

1992  mil  neuf  cent  quatre-vingt-douze 

(one  thousand  nine  hundred  ninety-two) 

1763  mil  sept  cent  soixante-trois 

(one  thousand  seven  hundred  sixty-three) 

Notice  that  the  spelling  of  1000  is  changed  from  mille  to  mil  in  this  expression.

The  Calendar 

When  you  speak  of  a calendar,  you  visualize  a document  with  twelve  months,  each  having  30  or 
31  days  (except  February),  for  a total  of  52  weeks.  The  days  of  the  week  are  listed  in  order,  and 
the  allotted  spaces  allow  you  to  enter  your  scheduled  activities,  appointments,  birthdays,  and  so 
on.  This  is  the  calendar  as  you  know  it.  It  is  the  Gregorian  calendar  developed  by  Pope 
Gregory  XIH  in  1582.  It  is  a very  accurate  calendar  and  one  of  the  most  used  in  the  world  today, 
but  it  is  not  the  only  one. 

Some  Canadians  use  other  calendars  for  special  cultural  or  religious  events.  For  example,  many 
Ukran ian-Can adians  celebrate  Christmas  early  in  January.  Many  Jewish-Canadian  people  have 
their  own  schedule  of  special  holidays.  Some  Chinese-Canadians  celebrate  New  Year’s  on  a day 
other  than  January  1 . 
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Since  very  early  times,  people  have  tried  to  calculate  time  by  using  day  and  night  as  a measuring 
standard.  Some  civilizations  used  solar  calendars,  while  others  used  lunar  ones.  Time 
regulation,  though,  was  always  the  goal. 

Historians  think  the  first  calendar  was  established  in  Egypt  in  4000  b.c.  The  new  year  began  on 
the  autumn  equinox  (when  day  and  night  are  the  same  length)  and  day  began  at  sunrise,  not  at 
midnight  as  ours  does. 

The  Romans  developed  the  Julian  calendar  in  46  b.c.  Named  after  the  emperor  Julius  Caesar,  it 
began  the  new  year  in  the  spring  time,  in  our  month  of  March.  The  names  of  several  of  our 
months  come  from  this  calendar.  For  instance,  September  is  from  septem  meaning  seven. 
September  was  their  seventh  month;  it  is  our  ninth.  October  was  from  octo  meaning  eight, 
November  from  novem  meaning  nine,  and  December  was  from  decern  meaning  ten. 

The  Greeks  had  a 354-day  calendar,  so  every  eight  years  they  had  to  add  90  days  to  “catch  up” 
with  real  time.  The  Aztecs  had  a very  accurate  calendar  in  the  fifteenth  century.  The  Islamic  and 
Hindu  communities  also  have  their  own  calendars.  All  these  calendars  are  used  mostly  for 
religious  observance,  but  the  Gregorian  calendar  presides  as  the  most-used,  worldwide  time 
regulator. 

The  French  were  responsible,  not  for  developing  a new  calendar,  but  for  a method  of  writing  the 
dates  in  numerical  form  and  for  calculating  weights  and  measures.  This  method  is  called  SI, 
le  système  international,  or  the  International  System  of  Units,  more  commonly  known  as  the 
metric  system.  To  write  the  date  in  this  system,  you  write  the  year  first,  the  month,  then  the  day.

Notice  how  the  words  il(s)  and  elle(s)  are  used  to  replace  the  objects  just  as  they  were  used  in 
Section  1 to  replace  the  words  for  people.  A word  which  replaces  a noun  is  a pronoun. 

Pronouns  must  be  of  the  same  number  (singular  or  plural)  and  gender  (masculine  or  feminine)  as 

the  nouns  they  replace. 

Articles 

Articles  indicate  the  number  and  gender  of  the  noun.  The  articles  in  the  previous  list  are  le  and 
la.  Le  is  masculine.  La  is  feminine.  U is  used  before  nouns  beginning  with  a vowel  or  silent  h. 
Les  is  the  plural  form  of  le  and  la.  All  of  these  articles  are  translated  as  “the”  in  English.  You 
must  memorize  the  articles  when  you  learn  the  nouns.  In  English,  you  refer  to  a thing  as  “it.” 

In  French,  you  refer  to  a thing  as  “he”  or  “she.”  There  is  no  mle  to  tell  you  which  things  are 
“he”  and  which  are  “she.” 


Prepositions 

Prepositions  are  words  that  join  with  a noun  or  pronoun  to  show  the  position  or  relationship  of 
that  noun  or  pronoun  to  the  other  words  in  the  sentence.  Learn  these  prepositions:

In  French,  the  24-hour  clock  is  used  regularly.  On  the  24-hour  clock,  12  o’clock  is  noon.  One 
o’clock  p.m.  then  becomes  13  hours,  and  so  on  until  12  o’clock  midnight  is  24  hours.  This  way 
of  telling  time  is  used  for  travel  schedules,  as  there  is  less  chance  of  mistaking  whether  your 
plane,  bus,  or  train  leaves  in  the  morning  or  in  the  afternoon.  Can  you  think  of  other  times  when 
the  24-hour  clock  would  be  useful?  For  now,  just  review  telling  time  on  the  even  hour. 

It  is  2 p.m.  Il  est  quatorze  ( 14)  heures. 

It  is  10  p.m.  Il  est  vingt-deux  (22)  heures. 
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A.  Look  at  exercise  I on  page  20  of  your  text.  The  instructions  ask  you  to  tell  where  you  are  on  the 
given  days  and  times:  Dis  où  tu  es  à V heure  et  au  jour  indiqués. 

Play  audiotape  1 A,  to  hear  the  sample  pattern.  Repeat  as  often  as  necessary.  Then  proceed  to  do 
numbers  1 to  5 following  the  same  pattern.  You  have  to  decide  where  you  are.  (The  days  and 
times  are  given.) 

You  may  write  these  answers  under  the  title,  Mes  heures  de  classe. 

Telling  the  half  hours  in  French  is  very  similar  to  English.  Just  as  in  English,  there  are  two  ways 
to  do  this.  You  may  say  “half  past”  the  hour,  or  you  may  say  the  hour  first  and  add  “thirty.” 

Look  at  the  following  examples: 

It  is  three  thirty.  Il  est  trois  heures  trente. 

It  is  half  past  three.  Il  est  trois  heures  et  demie. 

The  word  demie  means  “half.”  Il  est  trois  heures  et  demie  means,  literally,  “It  is  three  hours  and  a 
half.”

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Finally,  if  you  want  to  express  times  such  as  4: 15  or  3:35,  you  must  be  able  to  communicate  the 
minutes  before  and  after  the  hour. 

Quarter  hours  are  similar  to  half  hours,  but  you  must  know  the  difference  between  quarter  to  and 
quarter  after  the  hour.  The  expression  for  “quarter  to”  is  moins  quart  (minus  a quarter)  and  for 
“quarter  after”  it  is  et  quart  (plus  a quarter).  Study  these  examples: 

It  is  quarter  to  twelve  (noon).  Il  est  midi  moins  quart. 

It  is  quarter  after  five.  Il  est  cinq  heures  et  quart. 

It  is  quarter  to  eleven.  Il  est  onze  heures  moins  quart. 

It  is  quarter  past  nine.  Il  est  neuf  heures  et  quart. 

The  number  of  minutes  after  the  hour  are  usually  added  to  the  hour.  For  all  of  the  times  between 
even  hours,  quarter  hours,  and  half  hours,  use  the  name  of  the  number  and  the  word  moins  for 
before  the  hour.  The  number  of  minutes  after  the  hour  are  usually  just  added  to  the  hour.  Study 
the  following  examples.  Note  that  the  hour  is  always  mentioned  first,  followed  by  the  number  of 
minutes  before  or  after  it. 

It  is  five  after  nine.  Il  est  neuf  heures  cinq. 

It  is  ten  to  ten.  Il  est  dix  heures  moins  dix. 

It  is  twenty  to  four.  Il  est  quatre  heures  moins  vingt. 

It  is  twenty-five  after  six.  Il  est  six  heures  vingt-cinq.

Horaire  comes  from  the  word  hora.  This  Latin  word  means  “hour”  and  is  the  origin  of  the  word 
heure  in  French  and  the  word  “hour”  in  English.  Horaire  is  an  appropriate  word  for  describing  a 
school  day  schedule  because  it  describes  what  happens  on  an  “hourly”  basis. 
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Following  the  timetable  itself  is  a list  of  questions  to  help  further  describe  the  school  setup  as  it 
applies  to  Claudine.  Read  the  timetable  now.  Read  horizontally  to  determine  the  number  of  days 
in  the  cycle.  Read  vertically  to  see  what  happens  each  day.  Notice  that  listed  beneath  each 
subject  is  the  name  of  the  teacher  and  the  room  number  where  the  course  is  held.  Once  you  have 
studied  the  timetable  carefully,  answer  the  questions  in  part  II.

In  a running  conversation  you  often  use  expressions  that  are  not  crucial  to  the  meaning  of  the 
sentence  but  add  to  its  interest  and  fluency.  The  underlined  expressions  in  the  previous  dialogue 
are  this  type  of  expression. 

D’après  toi  is  an  idiomatic  expression.  Idiomatic  expressions  cannot  be  translated  literally.  They 
often  have  English  equivalents  but  these  are  usually  not  word-for-word  the  same.  D’après  toi 
means  “according  to  you”  or  “in  your  opinion.”  The  next  expression  is  bien  sûr . It  is  the  French 
equivalent  for  “of  course.”  Aussi  means  “also”  and  très  bien  is  “very  well”  or  “very  good.” 


Listen  to  the  tape  again.  Listen  especially  for  these  expressions.  Using  the  same  pattern  and  the 
substitute  words  in  numbers  1 to  5 at  the  bottom  of  the  page,  practise  describing  the  students  from 
St-Laurent  school. 

Remember: 

• Use  je  when  talking  about  yourself. 

• Use  tu  when  talking  to  someone  else. 

• Use  il(s)/elle(s)  when  talking  about  someone  else. 


Idioms 

Idioms  are  expressions  unique  to  a language.  They  are  important 
because  they  make  the  language  more  forceful,  more  imaginative, 
and  thus  more  effective. 


All  languages  have  idioms.  These  expressions  have 
meanings  of  their  own  which  are  different  from  the 
collective  meaning  of  the  individual  words  in  the 
expressions. 


“To  mn  out  of  ink”  does  not  mean  to  literally  stand  in  a 

puddle  of  ink  and  mn  out  of  it;  it  means  to  have  your  pen  go  diy  as  you 

are  writing.  This  is  an  example  of  an  idiomatic  expression.

Nasal  Vowels 


These  four  sounds  do  not  exist  in  English,  but  fortunately  they  are  easily  pronounced  by  English  speakers.

The  nasal  i sound  is  spelled  en  after  an  i or  y. 

NOTE:  The  letter  m is  used  in  place  of  n before  a letter  b or  p.  (Temps  sounds  like  tant.)  The  n or  m is  not  pronounced.  It  is  just 
a reminder  to  pronounce  the  preceding  vowel  partly  through  the  nose.  Nasalization  does  not  occur  if  the  n is  doubled  or 
followed  by  a vowel.  (Contrast  tien  and  tienne .)

Final  consonants  (except  c,  r,f,  and  /)  are  usually  silent.  You  might  remember  this  by  thinking  of  these  consonants  in  the  word 
careful.  Any  consonant  followed  by  a vowel  will  be  clearly  pronounced,  except  in  the  case  of  ill  before  a vowel.  (Contrast 
familiale  with  famille.) 

I or  ll  following  an  i is  usually  silent  or  pronounced  as  ay.  (Common  exceptions:  mille,  ville,  tranquille.)  Where  the  i follows  a 
vowel,  the  i will  start  a new  syllable. 

Hence:  ail  is  pronounced  as  if  spelled  a-i  (e.g.,  travail) 
eil  is  pronounced  as  if  spelled  e-i  (e.g.,  bouteille) 
euil  is  pronounced  as  if  spelled  eu-i  (e.g .,  feuilles) 
ouil  is  pronounced  as  if  spelled  ou-i  (e.g.,  bouillon) 

é is  always  pronounced  like  the  a vowel  sound  in  ate,  but  crisper.  This  is  also  the  pronounciation  of  er,  ez,  and  ai  endings 
(e.g., parler,  chez,  j’ai) 

h is  always  silent  in  standard  French,  and  th  is  pronounced  as  a t. 

A single  5 between  two  vowels  is  pronounced  as  a z (e.g.,  chose). 

Elision 

The  final  vowel  of  several  short  words  is  dropped  before  words  beginning  with  a vowel  or  mute  h.  The  elided  (dropped)  vowel  is 
replaced  with  an  apostrophe.  When  speaking,  don’t  fill  in  the  missing  vowel.  Pronounce  the  abbreviated  expression  as  if  it  were 
a single  word  (e.g.,  qu’elle  is  pronounced  identically  to  quelle).  Common  words  involved  in  elision  are  ce,  de,  je,  le,  me,  ne,  que, 
se,  te,  la  (and  si  in  the  expression  s’il/s’ils). 
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Liaison 

Link  these  words  if  the  first  ends  with  a consonant  and  the  next  begins  with  a vowel  or  mute  h: 

• determiner  to  a noun,  pronoun,  or  adjective  (e.g.,  desjnfants) 

• pronoun  to  verb  or  verb  to  pronoun  (e.g.,  nousjivons,  ontjlsje  lesjii ) 

• short  preposition,  adverb,  or  conjunction  (except  et)  to  the  next  word 

Syllables 

Syllables  have  equal  stress  except  for  slighly  greater  stress  on  the  last  one.  Syllables  tend  to  end  on  a vowel  sound  rather  than  a 
consonant  sound.
